A  reading  list  compiled  for  Montana  Home  Demonstration  Club 
members  by  the  Montana  State  Library  Extension 
Commission,  South  Avenue  and  Middle- 
sex, Missoula,  Montana 

This  list  is  meant  to  give  you  some  idea  of  the  many  kinds  of  books  that  are 
available  to  you  from  the  Extension  Commission  or  from  an  adequately  supported 
local  library*  It  is  suggestive  only  and  may  point  the  way  to  other  topics 
which  you  can  read  about  in  "library  books" .  We  have  books  on  many  subjects 
that  are  not  even  touched  on  in  this  list  and  a  good  local  library  should  have 
such  books,  too.  Moreover,  for  each  of  the  subjects  we  mention,  there  are 
many  excellent  books  in  addition  to  the  ones  we  have  listed  here. 

If  you  have  no  local  library,  you  can  borrow  these  books  directly  from  us.  If 
you  have  a  local  library  but  it  does  not  have  the  books  you  want,  you  can  borrow 
them  from  us  through  your  own  library.  But  unfortunately  our  book  collection 
is  not  nearly  as  large  as  it  should  be  to  serve  our  big  state.  Because  of  our 
limited  budget  we  have  usually  purchased  but  one  copy  of  each  book*  Therefore 
you  will  get  faster  service  if  you  suggest  that  we  substitute  another  book 
should  the  one  you  ask  for  be  in  circulation.  Frequently  it  is  more  satis- 
factory to  ask  for  books  by  subject.
